Allowable Subject Matter 

1. In view of Applicant's amendment and remarks filed on March 20, 2009, claims 1-27 are 
allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach a material of the present invention that particularly comprises a knitted or 
woven fabric with a conjugate fiber made of a high-shrinkage component and a low-shrinkage 
component in the final product. It is noted that the closest prior art is that of TANAKA (US 
2005/0118394 Al) but the conjugate fiber structure (i.e. sea-island configuration) in the knitted 
or woven fabric is not maintained in the final product.
